IRATE LEA 


THRILL IN EACH LAP 
OF WILD CUP RACE 


Winner Averages 67 1-2 Miles 
Per Hour in Race of Daring 
and Terrific Driving 


San Francisco.—Dario Resta, the 
young naturalized Englishman who 
won the Grand Prix Saturday, Feb- 
ruary 27, in a rainstorm, March 6 
won the Vanderbilt cup and $3,000 
from a field of thirty-one starters. 

Resta traveled the distance of 296 


miles, 77 laps of the Exposition’s 
intramural race course, in 4 hours, 
27 minutes and 37 seconds at an aver- 
age speed of 6714 miles an hour. In 
all the long grind he stopped only 
once, 28 seconds for gasoline in the 
fifty-first lap. 

Smiling young Howard Wilcox 
brought his Stutz car No, 26 from 
the ruck in the last laps of the race 
and hurled it into second place. Ed- 
die Pullen, whose heroic effort for the 
palm of auto racing made him a 
hero, drove his Mercer car into third 
place. The great De Palma, twice 
winner of the cup and a favorite in 
the ante-race betting, landed in fourth 
place, and Billy Carlson, who had not 
been figured to get anywhere near 
the money, fought Is way into fifth 
place. 

The race was one of the most re- 
markable in the history of automobile 
racing, The fact that Resta and Wil- 
cox, who fought wheel by wheel 
through the rain and mud for the 
Grand Prix, again finished first and 
second lent it an unusual thrill, 
Inside and outside of the Exposi- 
tion grounds more than 150,000 peo- 
ple felt the pulse-quickening excite- 
ment of the race. More than 100,000 
people saw the greater part of the 
race inside the grounds. 

Only two accidents of any gravity 
marred the race. One of these hurled 
Bob Burman's car off the track and 
injured driver and mechanician. <A 
spectator was injured when a tire 
flew from one of the racing cars into 
the crowd. Apart these and 
several slight mishaps which had no 
connection with the race there was 
no work for the ambulances, and that 
is regarded by the officials as one of 
the remarkable features of the long

TWO YEARS SESSION 


Adjournment Marks Close of 
Half of President Wilson’s 
Administration 


Washington.—After two years of 
almost continuous session, the Sixty- 
third Congress, which revised the 
tariff and the currency system of the 
natYon, supplemented the trust laws, 
created an income tax and experi- 
‘enced the first popular election of 
United States Senators, ended at 
noon March 4. 

When gavels fell in the House and 
Senate signalizing the adjournment, 
they marked the close of half of 
President Wilson's administration, 
the first under domination of the 
Democratic party since 1895. Stren- 
uous scenes enlivened the fading 
hours devoted chiefly to completing 
the appropriations for subsistence to 
the government. 

Two important measures, the post- 
office and Indian supply bills, failed. 
in the final legislative crush after 
desperate efforts had been made to 
save them. In the emergency occa- 
sioned: by their failure joint reso- 
lutions were passed and signed by 
the President continuing in force 
appropriations of the present year. 

While tired Senators and Repre- 
sentatives were deyoting their ener- 
gies to final essentials, President 
Wilson spent more than an hour in 
his room at the Capitol, surrounded 
by members of his Cabinet, signing 
the last fruits of legislation. The 
President found time in the midst 
of this task to greet Senators and 
Representatives and he made the 
occasion entirely one of congratula- 
tions, making no reference to pro- 
jects which hed. foiled:

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for American Shipping and 
Compels Neutrality 


Washington.—Both houses passed 
a bill after midnight March 4, the 
last day’s session of Congress, giving 
the President power to prevent the 
shipment of supplies, contraband or 
otherwise, to any nation engaged in 
war. 

The bill as passed will, if the 
President chooses to make it effect- 
ive, prevent the shipment of wheat, 
flour, provisions, munitions of war, 
in fact, anything that England or 
France may need to enable them to 
carry on their war with Germany. 

The bill was prepared late in the 
afternoon, March 4, by Counsellor 
Lansing of the State Department at 
the request of Secretary Bryan. It 
passed both houses practically with- 
out debate. 

The new law places a tremendous 
power in the hands of the President. 
Under it he can even prevent ships— 
naval or mercantile—from coaling in 
American waters. 

The law gives President Wilson a 
power to use in compelling Great 
Britain, France and Germany to re- 
spect the rights of neutral ships, to 
prevent the unwarranted use of the 
American flag by English ships, and 
to deter Germany from carrying out 
her implied, threat to sihk neutral 
ships if she believes they are carry- 
ing war supplies to her enemies. 

The bill was first passed by the 
House, sent to the Senate, where it 
was passed in amended form, re- 
turned to the House, where the 
amendments were accepted and sent 
to the President for signature within 
twenty hours. It was passed vitually 
without debate in the House. A 
number of Senators thought the 
power it conferred on the President 
too great, however, and went to the 
White House to talk the matter over 
with him. The amendments were 
the result of this conference, 
lasted until nearly midnight. 

The resolution was dropped down 
into Congress late in the afternoon 
without warning and without explan- 
ation, save it was intended to enable 
the Government to enforce more 
strictly its dutios as duties as a peal power.

So 
he went out to sea at Venice and no 
one has seen him come back, and his 
clothes and his watch and the $6 were 
left behind in one of the bathhouse 
dressing rooms. 

No one knows his trade or his iden- 
tity. He went to Venice with many 
others for a swim, the surf having 
only a minor chill to the seasoned 
swimmer, Quite a few persons were 
in the water, but not so many that 
one was lost in the group. 

So when the person who was later 
identified as S. H. Eckhart, walked 
from the bathhouse to the strand, he 
Was noticed. Before he had left his 
room in his bathing suit, Mr. Eck- 
hardt evidently had summed up his 
condition in one short sentence. 

‘It read: “No work, no hope, no 
use, ” and was later found pinned to 
his clothing behind the locked door. 
Beside it lay the $6 in currency and 
the watch that was ticking faithfuily. 

Not once after he left the shelter of 
the bathhouse did the man turn his 
head. He walked into the water, and 
the whiteness of his skin did not indi- 
cate a hardened swimmer. But he 
didn’t flinch. Above his knees the 
water came, and when about his 
waist, and as it reached his shoul- 
ders he bent over with his face, to 
sea, and took a breaker.

INCH OF RAIN MEANS MUCH 


Enormous Mass of Water Falls When 
That Precipitation Is 
Recorded. 

Very few persons—even those who 
are well informed on most matters— 

know how much an inch of rain is. 

The average man or woman prob-

ably has an idea that an inch ef rain 
is a mere trifle on nature's part. This 
is entirely wrong. In reality it is a 
good big rainfall—more than falls in 
most places in an average week. 

It is five times more rain than fell in 
New York city during the 46 days 
which ended on October 15 last, but 
that was the longest dry period in the 
history of the local weather bureau. 

A rainfall of one inch mean literally 
that the amount of water descending 
in a particular shower would cover the 
surrounding territory to a depth of one 
inch, providing it did not run away or 
soak into the ground. 

An inch of rain coming down on a 
single acre of land would fill more 
than 600 barrels of 45 gallons capacity 
each. This amount of water would 
weigh more than 110 tons, or nearly a 
quarter of a million pounds. 


Has Relic of “Stonewall.” 

H. W. Livenhood, a Confederate vet- 
eran, who lives at Cullman, and is 
visiting his daughter here, has in his 
possession a small medicine case 
about the size of an ordinary cigarette 
case which he says he picked up when 
it fell out of Gen. Stonewall Jackson's 
pocket when the famous Southern 
leader was killed at Chancellorsville 
Mr. Livenhood was present when Gen- 
eral Jackson was shot, and he re- 
ceived a bullet in his leg a minute 
later when he picked up the case. He 
has been offered much money for the 
souvenir, he says, and has kept it in 
memory of the stirring days passed 
through during the war.—Anniston 
(Ala.)“ Dispatch to Atlanta Journal.

With Remarkable Speed and 


Powers of Endurance. 


in the old days of the ‘wild ana 

woolly West” plainsmen and travelers 
by overland wagons held to the beliet 
that a long journey could be made 
more speedily by man afoot than on 
horseback. In the army the impres. 
sion generally is accepted that infan 
try can outtravel cavalry on long? 
marches. But to the Santo Domingo 
Indians of New Mexico belongs the 
credit of chasing wild horses over the 
ranges of the hills until the animals 
are exhausted and submit to capture. 
No marathon runners have ever 
been recruited from this tribe ot 
Pueblo Indians, for the wonderful 
powers of endurance of the runners ot 
the tribe are little known outside the 
district immediately surrounding their 
village. 
. These runners of the Santo Domin 
gos come from a race of fleet-footed 
ancestors. Like all tribes of Americai 
Indians, they have accepted the means 
of traveling best suited to the country 
where they live. “The Sioux of the Da 
kotas are horsemen. The Santo Do 
mingos have been walkers and run 
nefs always. ‘Their physiques show 
the results of generations of footmen. 
Great chests, almost abnormal In de- 
velopment, wedge upward from slen- 
der waists, while sinewy calves pro- 
claim the strength to hold to a hard 
trail. 

Ustally their chases of the bands of 
wild horses owned by the tribe are 
matters of necessity. The enormous 
stretches of broken country where 
the horses graze, and the tntamed 
spirits of animals that may not have 
been touched. by man.in their several 
years of existence in the hills, make 
it necessary to wear the creatures out 
and run them dowi. None but a Santo 
Domingo Indian probably is able to 
do it.
